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GREENBELT’S OLD BURIAL GROUROS

What do you know and how much do you care about the old 
burial grounds in Greenbelt? Greenbelt’s Historical Society is 
very much interested in your reply. A bit of reflection and re¬ 
search has pinpointed four such sites. Unlike most old well- 
documented and phased-out communities, Greenbelt must still 
have its historical background gathered up and pieced together by 
someone for posterity’s sake. After Greenbelt’s new and imposing 
library is completed, the historical data will eventually be de¬ 
posited there. The society is grateful to former city manager, 
Charles McDonald, and to some of the oldsters in the Berwyn 
Heights area who were here before we got here, for they furnished 
much of the background related here. 


Hillside at Research 
One of the most obscured but 
still intriguing burial grounds in 
Greenbelt is located adjacent to 
the intersection of Hillside and 
Research in the north end of town. 
Few people living here are aware 
of its presence. When the frame 
homes in this area were under 
construction, the federal govern¬ 
ment’s Resettlement Administra¬ 
tion toyed with the idea of ex¬ 
huming the remains but later 
abandoned the idea by by-passing 
the triangular shaped parcel of red 
clay. For a few years following, 
several ‘hone ore’ head stones 
could be seen there in rows em¬ 
bedded in the ground. But the 
stones have since disappeared, 
leaving no physical evidence of 
what was once there. Who knows, 
Tecumseh’s squaw may have been 
buried there and the rock in your 
rock garden may have marked her 
grave. According to one authority, 
years ago someone unknown today 
requested of the city permission to 
place a wreath there but informa¬ 
tion on this, too is lost in oblivion. 

“Toaping Castle” 

A D.A.R.-documented burial 
ground is situated on a cliff over¬ 
looking the Beltway in the 
“Golden Triangle.” Folklore from 
one trustworthy source reports that 
during the Revolutionary War 
there was a forty-foot cave nearby 
where “women folks” from Toap¬ 
ing Castle hid from the oncoming 
red-coats. One living descendent of 
Toaping Castle, Warren O. 
Simonds, wrote Greenbelt’s Histori¬ 
cal Society as follows: “I write to 
you to express the concern of the 
family in the continued existence 
of the Walker family graveyard in 
its present location and condition, 
which is located in the north end 
of the triangle formed by Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue, Greenbelt Road and 
the Capital Beltway. At the time 
of the sale of our home place to 
the Federal Government for Green¬ 
belt, we were assured that the 
graveyard would be given perpet¬ 
ual care. This has not materialized 
as expected; for example, the 
present steel fence which is now 
disrupted was installed at family 
expense to replace the fence in¬ 
stalled by the Federal Government. 
Since the surrounding land was 
subsequently sold to private devel¬ 
opers, it would be most desirable 
if the present city council and the 
developers were made aware of 
the graveyard and their responsi¬ 
bility for its preservation and up¬ 
keep. The D.A.R. marker which 
was placed in the graveyard with 
participation by both the Resettle¬ 
ment Administration and Green¬ 
belt Officials is in my possession. 
This will be replaced at a time 
when security would seem to be 
such that it might be left in place. 
Attached is a brief note on the 
members of the family buried 
there. Toaping Castle, the home of 
the Walker family, was granted 
to Isaac Walker by Frederick 
Lord Baltimore: Warrants Feb¬ 
ruary 5, 1754 and September 19th, 
1757 recorded in the Land Office 
Records, Annapolis, Liber B.C. and 
G.S, No. 6 Folio 496 and addition m 
Liber I.C. No. A Folio 698 May 25 
1786. Isaac Walker 1721-1807, First 
Lieutenant in Revolutionary Army 
1775-1778, His wife; Elizabeth 


Stuart Walker. Their son: Nathan 
Walker 1756-1842, Private in Revo¬ 
lutionary Army. His wives: Nancy 
Baggerly Walker and Elizabeth 
Thomas Walker 1810-1859. His son: 
Nathan Walker Jr. Buried 1806. 
There were also a number of peo¬ 
ple including good and faithful 
slaves buried in the plot but de¬ 
tailed records are no longer avail¬ 
able.” 

As a sidelight to Mr. Simonds’ 
letter, the bronze marker was 
stolen but later recovered by 
Greenbelt’s police. Burial grounds, 
like parks, are often scenes of 
crime. Thievery and vandalism 
have left their mark in every cem¬ 
etery in Greenbelt Suck acts 
consistently offend relatives of the 
deceased and the sensibilities of 
others. Pointless damage is most 
often reported in “fully occupied” 
cemeteries having no perpetual 
care funds for maintenance. 

Hamilton’s Burial Ground 

Hamilton Place in Greenbelt was 
named after this Revolutionary 
War family. For thirty years I have 
looked upon this neglected and 
vandalized burial site, wondering 
who has jurisdiction over it. Like 
Toaping Castle, this site contains 
American patriots who pioneered 
and defended this land when the 
British were upon us. Perhaps 
Prince Georges County Board of 
Education, who acquired land 
nearby, the D.A.R., the directors 
of G.H.I., or the city may some¬ 
day enlighten Greenbelt's Histor¬ 
ical Society on this matter. Once 
the history is known, the society 
hopes to piece together the broken 
tombstones now in storage and 
anchor them in concrete in their 
former settings on a horizontal 
plane. The Maryland Chapter of 
the DAR. will be requested to 
participate in this preservation] 
project. .One lasting impression 
gathered from the Hamilton tomb¬ 
stones is that Col. Hamilton had 
plenty of wives. 

Greenbelt Cemetery 

The approach and cluttered 
fringe of the municipal cemetery 
off Kenilworth Ave. near the State 
Roads Commission Building, is, 
despite the “No Trespassing” sign 
a disgrace to its guardian, the City 
of Greenbelt. During the past thirty 
years very little if any budgeted 
funds have gone for its upkeep.

Need for SHL Teen Facility 
Discussed at Public Nearing;

The need for a teen facility in the Springhill Lake develop¬ 
ment was the center of discussion at a City Council public hearing 
held February 24 at Springhill Lake Elementary School. Funds 
of $60,000 were allocated for a city-owned recreation building 
in the apartment complex in the recently approved referendum. 
Mayor Edgar Smith, Councilmen Francis White and William Hoff 
were present at the hearing attended by about 40 persons, many 
of whom were teenagers. 


Deanne Pelton, a SHL resident, 
who with her husband operate 
Springhill Villa, a carry-out res¬ 
taurant in the complex, first noted 
the need for a teen center there. 
She said. “There is no place for 
the teenagers to go but the shop¬ 
ping center and its environment is 
questionable,” Mrs. Pelton further 
commented on what was mentioned 
frequently throughout the meeting, 
that two major roadways make 
facilities in “main” Greenbelt in¬ 
accessible to children and teens 
in SHL. 

Teens Speak 

Teenager Lewis Main said he 
was speaking for all SHL teens 
and submitted a petition signed by 
over 80 teens requesting a facility 
for their recreational use. He com¬ 
mented, “It would be nice to be able 
to say ‘Mom and Dad, I’m going 
to the center’, instead of ‘I’m going 
out’ or ‘over to the shopping center.’ 
Deanne and Izzy (Pelton and his 
wife) have been very tolerant of 
having us over there (the shopping 
center) but some of the other 
merchants have not.” 

Richard Baldouf, a SHL resident 
who considers himself a “teenager 
at heart” suggested that the build¬ 
ing be a large “multi-purpose 
room” the exterior of which should 
be devoid of architectural frills. 
This latter comment related to 
having the largest building for 
the funds available. 

Architecture 

Councilman White noted that 
the architecture of the building 
must be aesthetically in keeping 
with other buildings in the SHL 
community. (The site of the pro¬ 
posed recreation center would be 
immediately adjacent to the exist¬ 
ing community center; an area 
now used by residents to park 
boats and camping trailers.) White 
continued, “From a monetary 
standpoint, of the $60,000 roughly 
$6,500 would be architect’s fees and 
the remaining funds would allow 
for a building of 3500 square feet 
at $15. per square foot (cost to 
build)”. This space would have to 
include lavatories in the total area. 
Thus, the indoor basketball court 
requested by several residents 
would not be feasible in this faci¬ 
lity. 

SHL residents Jim Hadley and 
Joel Katz noted that SHL resi¬ 
dents number 8,000 and make up 
45% of Greenbelt’s total popula¬ 
tion. Why, they questioned did 
“main” Greenbelt’s Youth Center 
receive allocated funds of $150,000 
as compared to SHL’s $60,000. 

City Manager James Giese, said 
that no facility either in Greenbelt 
or SHL will meet the present 
needs of all concerned. He added 
^the further development of land 
east of the B-W Expressway and 
the development of land north of 
the Beltway and west of Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue will eventually make 
main Greenbelt the hub of re¬ 
creational activity for an expanded 
future Greenbelt,” 

Target Dates 

When Giese mentioned that the 
target date for completion of the 
SHL facility would be summer, 
1970 at the earliest, Community 
Realty Company’s Harold Kramer, 
owner-mangers of SHL, noted “an 
arrangement could be made to 
speed up the program and perhaps 
obtain building materials at cost.” 

Further suggestions for use of 
the new facility included a winter 
baseball clinic for future Little 
League members. This was pre¬ 
sented by Lenny Grossman, re¬ 
presenting the Little League. Se¬ 
veral mothers commented on the 
need of close-at-hand indoor play 
facilities for use during school 
holidays. 

Hugh Jascourt, Park and Re¬ 
creation Advisory Board chairman, 
mentioned the close proximity to 
SHL school and Greenbelt Jr. High 
and suggested that as in Green¬ 


belt these might be a source of 
additional recreational space. Jas¬ 
court further suggested the build¬ 
ing of an outdoor lighted basket¬ 
ball court. 

Other Suggestions 

Movable walls and partitions 
within the building might enable 
several activities to be carried on 
at one time. Mayor Smith noted 
that the facility could be used by 
different age groups because they 
would not all be there at the 
same time and that the Community 
Center still exists for such seden¬ 
tary activities as arts and crafts. 

Teenager Richard Bourque, a 
former SHL resident now residing 
in Berwyn Heights, said “you're all 
getting carried away. The teens 
don’t want anything fancy, no 
basketball courts, just a place to 
go ... a pool table maybe, a place 
for cards, to play records and just 
to talk.” 

The npw-vacant Giant food store 
was suggested as a source of 
space. Grossman, also SHL Men’s 
Club president, said that he had 
spoken with Joseph Danzansky, 
Giant president, shortly before 
Christmas and while Danzansky 
was willing to donate the facility 
to SHL (Groups using it however, 
would be responsible for the 
$12,000 to $15,000 yearly mainte¬ 
nance charges), Giant was current¬ 
ly negotiating, however with an¬ 
other food chain to assume Giant’s 
20 year lease on the property. 

WOUNDED POLICEMAN

Washington Police Captain John 
Reynolds 1-A Eastway, is home 
from the hospital and progressing 
satisfactorily after suffering a ser¬ 
ious gun-shot wound last Friday 
while responding to a call to po¬ 
lice that a woman had been shot 
in a rooming house on Madison 
St., N.W. A construction worker 
living in the rooming house took 
his own life after killing his land¬ 
lady, her maid and wounding Capt. 
Reynolds and three policemen.

Springhill Lake PTA Meeting 
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No Laughing Matter 

To the Editor: 

Newspapers, no matter how small 
an area their circulation covers, or 
how many people read them, are 
supposed to report facts. In or¬ 
der to report a story accurately, 
a reporter may have to go to sever¬ 
al sources before writing his story, 
to collect these facts. Obviously, 
this is not what one of your re¬ 
porters did prior to writing the 
article “Fire Damages Athletic 
Club'*, which appeared in the Feb¬ 
ruary 20, 1969 issue. 

In the first paragraph of the 
article, there were several “facts” 
conveyed to the reader about the 
fire. In truth, the only accurate 
statements in the first paragraph 
were the ones stating where the 
fire was, and what night it occur- 
ed. 

The article stated that a fireman, 
on his way to the fire house, no¬ 
ticed what appeared to be a fire at 
the Athletic Club. The article goes 
on to say that he then pulled in to 
the school driveway, assessed the 
situation, and then returned to 
Crescent Road, where he flagged- 
down a fire engine from the 
Branchvilie VFD, and that they, 
the Branchvilie firemen, promptly 
got the fire under control, and ex¬ 
tinguished it. 

If I were to come to you with a 
story like that, tell you that just 
after midnight I had spotted a fire, 
then just happened to spot a fire 
engine from a department three 
or four miles away, flagged them 
down, and then they put out the 
fire, I am sure you would sit there 
and laugh in my face. What you 
did do was print this piece of fic¬ 
tion, written by your own staff, and 
just sit back and let the citizens 
of Greenbelt laugh at us. 

Let's get the facts straight; on 
the night of the fire, Greenbelt 
fire department was responding to 
an alarm for a car fire on the Bal¬ 
timore-Washington Parkway, and 
the fire was observed by one of our 
men who was responding to that 
call. (Branchvilie does not run car 
fires on the Parkway, and was not 
even out of their quarters when 
the second fire was found.) The 
alarm for the fire at the club house 
was given to the Fireboard, who in 
turn dispatched several other com¬ 
panies to assist on the fire scene, 
one of them being Branch¬ 
vilie. By the time Branchvilie 
VFD arrived on the scene, 
Greenbelt had two pumpers on 
the scene, and an ambulance. At 
this time, the fire was well under 
control, and within ten minutes, 
was completely extinguished, by 
the men of the Greenbelt depart¬ 
ment, not Branchvilie. 

Firemen don't ask for publicity 
or praise for the job they do. but 
when a fire call is published, the 
facts should be correct. 

Representing the Chief, the other 
Officers, and the men of the de¬ 
partment, I would like to ask you 
at this time to make certain in any 
future articles which might reflect 
on the department and its men, to 
be sure of the facts, write it like 
it happened, and give credit where 
credit is due.

At a recent budget hearing some¬ 
one stressed the need for attention 
in this area, but as usual, such 
appeals have fallen on deaf ears. 
In bygone days, a wooden fence 
totally surrounded the meets and 
bounds there, but no one, not even 
the city, apparently gives a hoot 
about it. While this cemetery dates 
back to the eighteenth century or 
beyond, a number of former 
Greenbelters are buried there and 
some of us who love Greenbelt dis¬ 
like its dilapidated appearance. The 
formal dedication of Greenbelt in¬ 
cluded the cemetery, yet it is woe¬ 
fully neglected. Some may con¬ 
tend that the city is not in the 
cemetery business; yet the city sold 
and will continue to sell or convey 
plots there as long as the land and 
the demand exists. 

In or out of the ground, Green- 
belt is an economical place. The 
last time I checked on the cost of 
a plot, the price was $25. 

On my recent visit there, some¬ 
one had toppled over and stolen 
the tombstone of a lad who was 
buried during the days of Abraham 
Lincoln. This fact brought to mind 
the quotation, “Who steals my 
purse steals trash, ’twas mine 'tis 
his and hath been slaves to mil¬ 
lions, but he who filches from me 
my tombstone robs me not of that 
which enriches him but leaves me 
unmarked indeed.”

City Notes 

The major project this \yeek for 
the Public Works Dept, is relocat¬ 
ing a neighborhood playground 
near the corner of Research Rd.

At the city’s request, the 
Washington Gas Light Co. has in¬ 
stalled gas lights on ornamental 
posts at the Lastner Lane entrance 
to Boxwood Village. The decora¬ 
tive entrance to the development 
was installed by the builder, but 
Boxwood residents had asked for 
illumination at the entrance as 
well. 

Howard LePoirs, Field Repre¬ 
sentative for the Federal Dept, of 
Housing and Urban Development, 
was in Greenbelt on Feb. 20 to 
consult with City Manager James 
K. Giese concerning the various 
sites under consideration for devel¬ 
opment as municipal parks. Giese 
had previously met with LePoirs 
in Philadelphia on the same sub¬ 
ject, but this time they toured the 
projected parkland together. 

The Recreation Dept, has been 
very pleased with the response to 
the Red Cross babysitting course, 
which is being offered this spring.

Most of the interior work has 
been completed on the Municipal 
Service Building. This week work¬ 
men are tiling the floors in the 
office section and installing toilet 
partitions in the restroom.
